merous this year and threaten so 
much ol our farm crops that it 
seems to be 
highly fitting that 


come concerted educational effort 
to destroy these'pests be made," IB 
the opinion of A. A. Allison. 


Mr. Allison said that he had'no 


doubt that on many farms with 
rats as numerous as they are this 
year these peats will destroy more 
grain than a mule or a horse would 
eat—and no farmer would willingly 
continue to offer "free board" to a 
strange mule. 


Major C. H. Mills was one of the 


first local citizens to suggest tak- 
ing advantage of the BervicL'3 of- 
fered by the Federal Government 
to wage a rodent campaign as a 
conservation measure. He pointed 
out that it was quite as essential to 
save farm products from the in- 
roads of pests as it was to pro- 
duce the crops. 


Other citizens, both in Corsicana 


and over the county, have express- 
ed approval of the idea of con- 
certed action in a rodent campaign 
and have voiced a desire to co-op- 
erate when the work is undertaken.

As a boy, Mr 
McKie attended* the schools of Bell 
county at Salado, and later attend- 
ed school at Austin. After a ntfm- 
ber of years in the study of law he 
was admitted to the bar. beginning 
his practice at Corsicana.

dustry, MV. McKie began' to ' give 
his time to special study of the le- 
gal aspects of 'this Industry, and 
was appointed general attorney for 
the Texas Company, and had 
the 


distinction of writing the original 
charter under which this company 


I operated. When the Standard Oil 
'Company began operations in the 
011 fields of Texas Mr. McKie was 
also retained by them as attorney 
and was their representative ir 


nl matters during the years of 


their operation in the State. Mr. 
McKie was also attorney for 
the 


Lone Star Gas Company for many 
years and was employed as counsel 
of the 
Magnolia Company until 


1 that company 
transferred their 


headquarters to Dallas. 
Mr. Mc- 


Kie has also represented many oth- 
er large companies, both in the oil 


: industry and other lines and* until 


I the past few years, during which 
, he has gradually relinquished hid 
practice, preparatory to his com- 
plete retirement from professions' 
life, he had, one of the most en- 
viable practices of any lawyer In 
this city. 


Owned Big Production. 


During the early years of his ca- 


reer Mr. McKie began to accumu- 
late property in on darounu" Cors!-, 
cnna aud when the giant Corsica-' 
na-Powell field was discovered he 
owned 1,500 acres In the heart of 
the big production. One of the big 
wells drilled on his holdings un- 
fortunately caught fire just at com- 
pletion, burning for eleven days 
with a loss of thirteen lives. Many 
of the major companies operated 
on the oil holdings of Mr. McKie 
and his holdings have 
produced 


uearly ten million barrels of oil. 


William J. McKie was married 


at Corsicana In 1880, to Miss Kate 
Stiller, daughter of Prof. 
J. 
B 


Stiller, professor 
in Latin and 


Greek languages at Baylor Univer- 
sity and one of the best known ed 
ucrjors, ip the State. 


During Mr. McKle's four decades 


of life in Cor-ilcana he has 
im- 


pressed his Influence to a marked 
degree on the lifo of this commu- 
nity and there have been few move- 
ments 
planned 
to further the 


growth of Corsicana In which he 
has not participated, and to which 
he has not contributed generously

to the enire South, recently de- 
clared John T. Orr, president of 
the Texas Farm Bureau Cotton As- 
sociation. 


"While there are a great many 


organizations and institutions, in- 
cluding the government, continu- 
ally seeking to extend the uses of 
cotton, the development of cotton 
seed products seems always to have 
been left to the oil millers alone," 
said Mr. Orr, who added, however, 
that the crushers have done pretty 
well with the Job since they, have 
succeeded in elevating cotton seed 
from a "nuisance" to a valuable 
commodity. 


Mr. Orr said that the reseach 


program launched by the Inter- 
state Association with Dr. EX I'. 
Clark, noted chemist in charge, was 
of the greatest importance to the 
farmers of the South because they 
realize that anything that ends to 
Increase the value of cotton seed 
"products is ultimately reflected in 
the price paid for seed. 


"In this connection," said Mr. 


Orr, "I feel that the farmers of the 
South should get solidly behind the 
movement to use cotton and cot- 
ton seed products whenever and 
wherever possible. I have always 
felt that perhaps we have 
been 


negligent in this respect. 
If we 


should get behind this movement 
over the entire South 100 per cent 
we would greatly increase the de- 
mand fort both cotton and cotton 
seed products. 


"In using cotton and cotton seed 


products the farmer is merely fur- 
thering his live-at-home program 
—a program that spells success for 
the farmer. 


"Not only should the farmers use 


these products ot the South them- 
selves but they should insist upon 
everybody else doing likewise.
